THINKS HIGHLY OF CANADA

High tributes to the people, the in¬ 
stitutions, the scenery and the hos¬ 
pitality of Canada are contained in 
the book, “A Joyous Adventure in 
the Dominion of Canada,” which is an 
account of the visit to this country,* 
in the early spring of 1927, of the 
choristers in Westminster Abbey and 
the gentlemen singers of-St. Georges 
Chapel, Windsor. The author is 
Very Rev. Dr. A. V. Baillie, C.V.O., 
F.R.S.A., dean of Windsor. Dr Bail- 
lie was particularly impressed with 
the forethought shown in the west in 
laying out of the universities. Deal¬ 
ing with his stay in Eamonton, he 
says: “We attended the opening of 
parliament, and it was interesting to 
see all the forms observed at home 
reproduced with dignity. Alberta 
has a Farmer government, and I was 
impressed by hearing, both then and 
afterwards, from men whose judg¬ 
ments were of real value, how high 
the standard is of ability and charac¬ 
ter whieh the farmers are introduc¬ 
ing into public life. At a party giv¬ 
en in the evening by the Lieutenant 
Governor, Dr. Egbert, I had an op¬ 
portunity of having talks with a good 
many of these farming members and 
I was struck by their enthusiasm, as 
well as that of their wives, about the 
life and work on the farms. The 
fact that the. farming population of 
the Middle West is producing such a 
type seems to me to be of great im¬ 
portance to the future of Canada.’’ 
The visits of old country people to 
.Western Canada in 1927 and 1928 
have been more frequent than in pre¬ 
vious years, and there is no doubt 
Canada will be benefitted by the wi¬ 
der knowledge thereby gained and 
circulated in the older lands. 

EXPRESSES AMAZEMENT 

The Literary Digest expresses 
amazement that Canada with a total 
population some.what less than that 
of New Y’ork City, should have be¬ 
come during the last year, United 
States’ best customer. This is re¬ 
garded as a great indication of Can¬ 
ada’s growing prosperity. "But 
great as the economic significance is 
the sentimental significance is great¬ 
er. The relations between Canada 
and United States stand as the finest 
example of the ways in which neigh¬ 
boring states should discharge neigh¬ 
boring states should discharge neigh¬ 
boring functions. The countries of 
Europe may well look in wonder. The 
relations are based upon sincere and 
general friendship between two 
peoples, with pretty much the same 
ambitions and social habits. But if 
for the last 200 years, suspicion and 
narrow nationalism had prevailed, 
the happy state now maintained 
might not be so easy.”

All kinds are needed to 
make the world. And in order to | 
banish an inferiority complex a man 
must first-of all stop trying to be like 
everybody else in points in which he j 
is weak. Let him igtrof-e these and 
concentrate on his gifts. The world 
is full of those who have been spur¬ 
red on his great deficiencies

OUR COURTS OF LAW 

A juryman who sat on a case at 
St. Catherines recently, was so an¬ 
noyed at the bull-dozing tactics of the 
prosecuting lawyer that he arose in 
his place and politely asked the 
Judge, if the brow-beating lawyer 
was within his rights in using such 
unfair tactics with witnesses. He 
thought, not. The lawyer apologized 
and the case went on quietly. Hats 
off to this juryman who caused the 
apology. It was at St. Catherines, 
also, on the same occasion, that one 
of the jurymen failed to appear on 
the scene on schedule time. The same 
Judge fined him $100 for holding up 
the Judicial Works. Now what do 
you think of that? Makes you mad: 
I should say so. It would not be 
hard to name a dozen criminal of¬ 
fences that would not have received 
such a big fine. 

Organized labor in Canada is in 
line with organized labor in Britain 
and United States, over the matter 
of Communism.

A great many farmers in the Wes¬ 
tern and Central United States are 
greatly interested in the opportuni¬

Slightly larger amounts 
should be included when exhibits are 
sent in for forwarding by the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture.

As in prev¬ 
ious years, the interest is expected j 
to be very keen in the railway com- j 
petitions not only for the trophies 
and medals which will be awarded to 
the winners but for the free trip to 
the Toronto Royal Show which will 
be given to the winning teams. Other 
features of the shows will be the 
competition sponsored by stockyards, 
commission firms and packing plants, 
the James Ramsey competition and 
the prizes awarded by Dominion and 
Provincial Departments of Agricul¬ 
ture for carload lots and judging dem 
onstrations. 

REQUIRED TO SEND RETURNS 

Owners and operators, of threshing 
machines and combine harvesters are 
being reminded at this time by the 
Department of Agriculture that they 
are required to furnish a return at 
the end of the threshing season show 
ing the number of* acres and number 
of bushels of the various kinds of 
grain threshed. Special forms for this 
purpose are supplied each thresher- 
fnan at the time he secures the li¬ 
cense to operate his machine for the 
season. It should be pointed out 
that whether the owner of the ma¬ 
chine threshes only! his own crop or 
does custom work in the neighbor¬ 
hood, he is required to .furnish this in 
formation, which is invaluable to the 
Department in compiling agricultural 
statistics for the year.

As in previous years a number of 
steers fitted for the show ring by 
the Department of Animal Husband¬ 
ry at the University of Alberta, will, 
again compete for honors at the Tor¬ 
onto Royal Show and the Chicago In 
temational. Nineteen choice animals 
including representatives of the three 
principal beef breeds will be sent 
East this year where it is hoped they 
will equal the high mark set by Al¬ 
berta entries in former years. In¬ 
cluded in the lot are animals contrib¬ 
uted to the Universiy for this pur¬ 
pose by the following Alberta breed¬ 
ers: W. M. Parslow, Calgary; Wm.

Around the beacon lights 
along the coast, myriads of birds- had I 
formerly been found flying about the I 
lights, until they would fall exhaust¬ 
ed in the sea and be lost. The Royal 
Society gained permission from the 
government to erect latticework-per¬ 
ches of wood round the dome of the 
lighthouses, so that the birds, at¬ 
tracted by the lights might find a 
resting place—this without obstruct¬ 
ing t he glare of the lighthouse. The 
experiment has been s6 successful 
that a great many lighthouses are 
outfitted in this way, and as a result 
many thousands' of birds are saved 
annually. The hope is that all coun¬ 
tries having seacoasts in the path of 
migrating birds will follow this ef¬ 
fort at conservatiojL-of wild life.
